Grain Corn and Sorphums 
Eligible For Payments 
Other Than Planting 


Announcement has been 
made by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture that 
producers of hybrid corn and 
grain sorghum seed may receive 
payment for diverting seed into 
channels other than planting. 
The limits of the program relate 
to the sales made by the appli- 
cants in 1959 and 1960 as com- 
pared with 1961, and to partici- 
pation in the 1961 Feed Grain 
Program in the State in which 
sales were made. 


The payment rate for seed 
diverted in accordance with the 
program terms and conditions 
is $1.50 per bushel for hybrid 
corn, seed and $1.20 per bushel 
for hybrid grain sorghum seed. 

Any individual, partnership, 
associations, corporation lo- 
cated in the continental United 
States may apply for partici- 
pation in the program if he has 
records to support the data re- 
quired on the application form.
